STRIKE NOT TO BE GENERAL 


New York, March 20.— Nine more 
states must ratify the proposed fed­ 
eral income tax amendment before it 
cna become a part of the Constitution. 
Reports received here from the capi­ 
tals of the forty-six states show that 
the amendment has received favorable 
action in the joint legislature of twen­ 
ty-six. 
Three states, Vermont, Rhode Island 
and Utah, have refused to ratify the 
amendments at this year's legislative 
sessions, while New Hampshire has 
taken favorable action in one branch 
of the legislature only. 
Among the 
sixteen which have not yet acted this 
year, the question is now pending in 
the 
legislatures 
of 
louisiana, New 
York, Massachusetts, Maine, Connecti­ 
cut, Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 
The matter is scheduled to come bo­ 


on the same legislative day. 
If tile vice president should construe 
a subject to mean the entire hill rath­ 
er than amendments to it a filibuster 
could be brought to an end. 
But if 
any amendment offered should lie u 
new subject then the filibuster could 
continue us long as men wanted to of­ 
fer amendments and talk about them, j 
By such means a well organized fili­ 
buster would last for months. 


Country Will Not Stand It. 
The country will not indorse an out 
and out filibuster. 
That was shown 
back in 1893 when the silver hill was 
under consideration. 
The silver Re­ 
publicans and tho Democrats had what 
seemed to be a firm alliance not to a1- j 
low the repeal hill to ever come to a 
vote. 
They talked for three months; 
then the Democrats wavered and gave 
up. 
Tile silver men were willing to 
continue the light, but they were not 
strong enough to continue it alone. 
And that is what will happen in case 
of a filibuster against the Canadian 
agreement. 
It will cause so much crit 
icism that the filibusters w ill give in. 


Different on the Tariff.

men, cue of them John Jopling, gen­ 
eral superintendent in the coat de­ 
partment of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad, are dead as the re­ 
sult of an explosion of black damp in 
the company's mine at Mineral, Kan. 
There were 
three 
explosions, the 
first just after Thomas Cheek and 
John Burgau, shot firers, went into 
the mine to begin work. 
Both were 
killed instantly. 
The second explo­ 
sion came when William Jeffries, an­ 
other *hot firer, went underground to 
rescue his fellow workers. 
By lying 
flat on the ground a moment before 
the second explosion Jeffries saved 
himself. 
As soon as he reached the surface 
a rescue party composed of Jopling 
and two miners, Samuel Watson and 
a foreigner, rushed into the pit to 
search for Cheek and Burgan 
Less 
than thirty minutes later there was 
an explosion which killed Jopling and 
his men.

New York, March 20.— “ The man 
who fears war with Japnn might as 
well wear lightning rods down his 
back to save himself from a stroke.” 
This was the statement made by 
Andrew Carnegie in an interview in 
which lie discussed the alarmist re­ 
ports of Japanese designs against the 
United States. 
“ First." said Mr. Carnegie, “ it would 
be impossible for Japan to transfer 
an army to our shores so great as to 
be formidable.

TAX DECISION 
1 


ON PRIVILEGES. 


Interesting Points In Supreme 


Court's Finding. 


IS IT AGAINST INCOME TAX? 


Holds 
T h a t 
Co ngr ess

One of tin* most im portant infer­ 
ences to be deducted from the corpo­ 
ration tax decision is the apparent 
sympathy of the court us at present 
organized with the decision that threw 
out the income tax of ISI)I as uncon­ 
stitutional. This expression, of course, 
is indirect, but it leaves scarcely a 
doubt. 
As the proposed constitutional 
am endm ent 
expressly 
conveying 
to 
congress the power to levy an income 
tux without regard to population is 
having a rough road through the state ; 
legislature, it Is likely that when next 1 
the subject of an income tax is agi­ 
tated in congress tills decision will be 
extensively quoted from. 
The distinc­ 
tion is pointed out sharply that where 
the old tax was a levy on property j 
merely because of its ownership this j 
levy is an excise tax upon the privi­ 
lege of doing business in a particular 
way. 
On this point the court says: 
“The tax under consideration as we 
have construed the statute may lie de­ 
scribed tis an excise upon the particu­ 
lar privilege of doing business in a 
corporate capacity i. e., with the ad­ 
vantages which arise from corporate 
or quasi corporate organization — or 
when applied to insurance companies 
for doing the business of such compa­ 
nies. 
The requirement to pay such 
taxes involves the exercise of privi­ 
leges, and the element of absolute and 
unequivocal demand is lacking. 
If 
business is not done in the manner de­ 
scribed in tile statute no tax is pay­ 
able.'* 
T hat is tin* heart of the court’s an­ 
swer to th** plea that the tax is in ef­ 
fect a direct tax and therefore uncon- 
stit adonai. 
No cogency is allowed by the court 
to the argument against the right of 
congress to impose an excise tax upon 
franchises granted by tho states. 
“The constitution contains only two 
limitations on th** right of congress to 
levy excise taxes,” says tile decision. 
“They must be levied for the public 
welfare and are requlrt*d to be uni­ 
form throughout tile United States.” 
In affirming the federal power to tax 
stat** 
corporations 
the 
court 
holds 
that “the revenue of the Unlteu Stntes 
g'i^t be obtained in the sam e territory 


from th** same people, and excise tax­ 
es must be collected from the same 
activities as are also reached by the 
states in otjfler to support their local 
governments.”

Resides this, the advan­ 
tages to bo derived from a corporate 
existence are such as to make th** 
distinction very real and reasonable.

or business thus conducted, which do 
not exist when the same b u siness Is 
conducted by private individuals or 
partnerships. 
It is this distinctive 
privilege which Is the subject of ta x a­ 
tion, not the mere buying <»r selling or 
handling of goods, which may be the 
same, w hether done by corporations or 
individuals.” 
In holding thilt Insurance companies 
cannot escape the tax because so great 
a part of their property is invested in 
nontaxable municipal or state bonds 
the supreme court holds that “this ar-1 
gument confuses the measure of the 
tax upon privileges with direct ta x a -1 
tion ‘of the estate or thing taxed.” I 
Such a measure, says the court, it is 
altogether within the power of con-1 
gross to choose, whether it bas an im ­ 
mediate reference to the business done , 
or not. 
“We must not forget,” says the court, 
“that the right to select the measure 
m d objects of taxation devolves upon 
the congress and not upon the courts, 
snd such selections are valid unless 
constitutional
